No end in sight 
for transit strike

With no visible end to the tran¬ 
sit strike in sight, some HRM 
commuters are changing their 
ways — for good. 

Rose Zaclc says she usually 
walks or takes the bus to work 
in the downtown area but since 
the strike hit she’s been biking 
from her home on Quinpool 
Road. 

“It’s been forcing me to find 
other ways to get around, and I 
actually prefer biking,” Zaclc 
said, while holding the handle¬ 
bars of a mint blue vintage-lilce 
bike on Barrington Street Thurs¬ 
day. 

“I definitely will try and keep 
that up after (the strike is 
over).... I’m really enjoying it.” 

On Thursday afternoon, sev¬ 
eral bikes could be seen chained 


to lamp posts in the downtown 
core. 

Talks broke off between the 
city and Amalgamated Transit 
Union Local 508, which repre¬ 
sents the over 700 transit work¬ 
ers, early Thursday morning 
after a 21-hour marathon nego¬ 
tiating session, leaving com¬ 
muters in limbo, wondering 
when the buses and ferries will 
start running again. 

It can’t come soon enough for 
Danish Khan, a student at Dal- 
housie University. The 
Beechville resident is now forced 
to carpool into the city’s down¬ 
town core hours before his first 
class at noon. 

“I have a student bus pass, so 
that’s usually all I use to get 
everywhere,” Khan said on 
Thursday. “And there’s no way I 
can pay for a cab ride.” 

But other residents say 
they’re not fazed by the strike,

Council sticking to latest transit offer 


Mayor Peter Kelly says the 
contentious issue of roster¬ 
ing was only taken off the 
table in a last-ditch effort to 
avert the Metro Transit 
strike. 

Now that the strike en¬ 
ters its second week, the is¬ 
sue has become 
non-negotiable. 

After a closed-door up¬ 
date on negotiations be¬ 
tween Metro Transit and 
the Amalgamated Transit 


Union Local 508 Thursday, 
Kelly told reporters Halifax 
regional council is sticking 
to its most recent final of¬ 
fer. 

“We gave them choices, 
with and without (roster¬ 
ing),” Kelly said. 

“We’re now dealing with 
the cost of transit.... The is¬ 
sue about of rostering is 
worth about $1 million, 
and the issue of step is 
worth $2.1 million. So, 


right now, their ask is about 
$8.8 million, our offer is 
about $2.1 (million).” 

Kelly could not provide a 
full breakdown of those 
numbers. Last week, Metro 
Transit director Eddie Ro- 
bar said the union’s ask 
would cost the municipali¬ 
ty $10 million. 

Kelly said the municipal¬ 
ity remains open to return¬ 
ing to the negotiating table. 
But he repeatedly insisted 


the municipality will stick 
to the offer that was put on 
the table Wednesday. 

“We can’t continue to 
throw money at the situa¬ 
tion,” he said. “We have to 
fix it, to make (it) efficient 
for the long term. We can’t 
use an outdated system of 
rostering.... That’s (a) $1- 
million cost to the taxpay¬ 
ers. That is a cost that we 
think the taxpayers should 
get the gain.” ©alexboutilier

Talks are off and none are 
planned as the transit 
strike continues into its 
second week. 

“We’re done until the 
employer calls me,” said 
Ken Wilson, president of 
Amalgamated Transit 
Union Local 508, on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Wilson said he feels the 
negotiations, which started 
at 11 a.m. Wednesday 
morning and collapsed at 7 
a.m. Thursday, were rigged 
from the beginning. 

“They knew (rostering) 
was going to be an issue 
and I think they did it to 
see if we’d walk away, and 
we didn’t,” Wilson said. “It 
tells me the employer actu¬ 
ally knew we weren’t go¬ 
ing to get a deal and it 
wasn’t more than political 
theatre and smoke and 



mirrors.”* 

He said it was “border¬ 
line bad-faith bargaining.” 

Rostering, a system of 
scheduling shifts, was once 
off the table with wage 
concessions, but Eddie Ro- 
bar, director of Metro Tran¬ 
sit, said that was before the 
strike. 

“It was a last-ditch effort 
for us to do that; however 
now the strike is on, that 
ridership and revenue loss 
is inevitable. Our issue 
now is to be ... even more 
operationally efficient as 



we move forward,” he said. 

The package Metro Tran¬ 
sit is proposing would cost 
about $2.1 million. But Ro- 
bar said the union’s de¬ 
mands would cost $8.8 
million. 


“I would never leave my 
people on the street over 
money. This is about quali¬ 
ty of life and rostering and 
they know that,” he said. 

Robar said he’s willing 
to sit down with the union 


again to figure out how to 
work in rostering. 

“That starts with the 
ATU recognizing that in or¬ 
der to move forward, we 
need to be more efficient 
at what we do,” he said.

Talk about stress. 

Bus drivers Roger Whid- 
den and Crystal Rudolph 
met on the job a few years 
ago and now walk togeth¬ 
er on the picket line. 

“We have a mortgage 
and car payments that are 
going to be coming due 
and we’re not really sure 
where we’ll get the money 
for that, but we’re out 
here, fighting the good 
fight,” Rudolph said. 

They have three kids to 
support and a mortgage to 
pay. They got paid on 
Thursday since their pay 
lags two weeks behind, 
with the first of the strike 
pay to start Feb. 24. Even 
then, it’s $150 a week — 
hardly enough to pay bills. 

“This morning, I tell 
you, it’s pretty depress¬ 
ing,” Whidden said.

“People get on about us 
making so much money, 
but we’re just getting by, 
and a lot of us live pay- 
cheque to paycheque as it 
is,” he said. “Unless you’re 
20 years old and you live at 
home with next to no bills, 
that’s the only way you 
have really have any mon¬ 
ey.” 

They said there are 
plenty of cases where the 
striking workers are the 
sole earners for their 
household, including 
union president Ken Wil¬ 
son. 


“Today is like a punch 
in the stomach. We 
thought things were going 
well (Wednesday) and (ne¬ 
gotiators) were in there do¬ 
ing their thing, but now 
it’s a whole new ball- 
game.” 

They said they can give 


it another week before 
they need to start looking 
for a source of temporary 
income. After that, it gets 
“dicey,” Rudolph said. 

But, couple or not, 
Whidden said it’s rough 
for everyone to face an un¬ 
certain future.

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Premier still won’t intervene in strike 

O Dexter hopes Metro Transit union will expand Access-a-Bus service

The transit strike is now a 
week old, but Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter’s opinion on the 
possibility of provincial in¬ 


tervention hasn’t changed. 

Dexter told reporters 
Thursday he can’t specu¬ 
late as to whether or not 
the provincial government 
will intervene in negotia¬ 
tions between Metro Tran¬ 
sit and the Amalgamated 


Transit Union Local 508. 

“(The economic down¬ 
turn) has put an downward 
pressure on things like 
wages and benefits, and I 
think it’s natural enough 
that the representatives of 
working people are going 


to push back,” Dexter told 
reporters. “(But) my hope, 
of course, as always, (is 
that) can be resolved in a 
respectful manner and that 
that can be done at the ne¬ 
gotiating table.” 

Dexter reiterated his de¬ 


sire for Metro Transit and 
the union to work together 
to resume the Access-a-Bus 
service. Currently, riders 
who use the service for 
dialysis have been accom¬ 
modated, but Dexter would 
like to see that expanded.

Senator remembered 
as ‘great champion’ 


Conservative Sen. Fred 
Dickson, a respected Nova 
Scotia lawyer and offshore 
resources expert who pro¬ 
moted Atlantic Canada’s 
energy interests, died 
Thursday. 

He was 74. 

Dickson advised federal 
and provincial govern¬ 
ments on numerous proj¬ 
ects, including Nova 
Scotia’s oil and gas agree¬ 
ments with Ottawa in the 
early 1980s. 

He also played a key 
role advising the federal 
government on the build¬ 
ing of the Confederation 
Bridge, which links New 
Brunswick and Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper extended his con¬ 
dolences to Dickson’s fam¬ 
ily and friends. 


“The people of Nova 
Scotia and of Canada 
mourn the passing today 
of this notable Canadian,” 
Harper said in a statement. 

“He remained a com¬ 
mitted advocate for Nova 
Scotia throughout his life 
and will be missed.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
also issued a statement, 
saying Dickson was a 
“great champion on behalf 
of Nova Scotia,” especially 
when it came to promot¬ 
ing the Lower Churchill 
hydroelectric development 
in Labrador. 

“He was one of those 
people who really mobi¬ 
lized the Conservative cau¬ 
cus in Ottawa,” Dexter 
said. “Obviously, we are 
very thankful to him for 
his work on that.”

Education 
department 
to release 
budgets 

Education Minister 
Ramona Jennex will deliv¬ 
er budget targets for the 
province’s school boards 
on Friday. 

Jennex was tight-lipped 
on Thursday when ques¬ 



tioned by reporters. She 
said she would not be re¬ 
vealing any information 
on the budgets until she 
meets with school board 
chairs and superintend¬ 
ents. 

“When I meet with the 
board chairs ... I’m going 
to meet with all of you 
folks down here (Friday),” 
Jennex tsaid. 

Jennex did hint this 
year’s budgets will be tied 
to enrollment, which con¬ 
tinues to decline across 
the province, after last 
week’s cabinet meeting. 

The Department of Ed¬ 
ucation released its plan 
for schools last Friday. It 
included $6.7 million 
over the next five years to 
change Nova Scotia’s cur¬ 
riculum and teacher certi¬ 
fication. 

School boards’ budgets 
were cut by an average of

It’s a 
fact: 24 

per cent 
of us still 
smoke in 
HRM, over 80 per cent say 
they consume more than 
five drinks of alcohol each 
week and over 30 per cent 
of us admit to having un¬ 
healthy eating habits. 

Yet we are all concerned 
about the ability of the 
health-care system to “look 
after” us and most folks 
complain about the cost. 

Much of the rest of our 
health-care report card is 


not a lot better. 

Only 14 per cent of re¬ 
spondents in a recent sur¬ 
vey said they never eat junk 
food and a tiny four per 
cent claimed that they al¬ 
ways eat healthy. 

And when we probed 
further into specific eating 
habits, things only looked a 


little bit better. 

We asked folks about 
some of their eating habits 
as related to the Canada 
Food Guide. Only six per 
cent reported they have the 
recommended daily serv¬ 
ings of fruits and vegetables 
and nine per cent indicated 
they consume the suggest-

ed amount of grains. 

There were 21 per cent 
of respondents who said 
they felt they drank the re¬ 
quired amount of water, 
and 81 per cent admitted to 
eating “too much fried 
food.” 

Why does it appear that 
we are not eating properly? 
When asked that question, 
73 per cent said eating 
healthy is expensive and 20 
per cent reported their 
lifestyle gets in the way. An¬ 
other 14 per cent were not 
aware of the best choices. 

So if our consumption 
habits are questionable, are 
we taking other steps to 


maintain or improve our 
health? The majority of 
those surveyed, 67 per cent, 
said they rarely or never 
partake in vigorous exer¬ 
cise. 

However, 41 per said 
they had dieted over the 
past year, including seven 
per cent who said they took 
advantage of formal 
weight-loss programs. 

But despite many ques¬ 
tionable habits, 83 per cent 
felt our health is good to ex¬ 
cellent. 

I guess the question is, 
how long will that be the 
case? Will the health-care 
system be able to manage 
looking after those of us 
who fall into ill health be¬ 
cause of our lifestyle?

Crown makes 
argument for 
Supreme Court 
to hear sex- 
abuse appeal 

O Ernest Fenwick Macintosh 
convicted in 2010 for over a dozen 
charges in sexual-abuse case 



The Crown in Nova Scotia 
says the Supreme Court of 
Canada should consider so¬ 
ciety’s “heightened inter¬ 
est” in sexual-abuse cases 
when it decides whether to 
allow an appeal to proceed 
in the case of Ernest Fen¬ 
wick Macintosh. 

Macintosh was convict¬ 
ed by the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in July 
2010 on 13 of 26 charges of 
indecent assault and gross 
indecency, almost 15 years 
after allegations surfaced 
that he sexually abused 
boys. 

However, the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Court of Appeal dis¬ 
missed the convictions late 
last year, arguing that he 
was not brought to trial in 
a timely manner. The ap¬ 
peal-court justices found 
that the trial judge wrong¬ 
ly placed the onus on Mac¬ 
intosh to turn himself in 
while he was living in In¬ 
dia. 

They ruled that when of¬ 
ficials didn’t pursue him 
for extradition, even 
though they knew where 
he was, his right to be tried 
within a reasonable time 
was infringed. 

In a brief filed with the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
on Feb. 2, Nova Scotia’s 


30daysS 

Macintosh's lawyer, 
says he has 30 days to 
file a response to the 
application to the 
Supreme Court which 
he received Monday. 

prosecutors say the appeal 
court erred because it did¬ 
n’t give enough weight to 
the public’s interest in hav¬ 
ing a trial despite the pas¬ 
sage of time. 

In particular, it failed to 
“consider society’s height¬ 
ened interest in a trial on 
the merits for serious alle¬ 
gations of sexual violence 
against children and young 
persons,” the Crown ar¬ 
gues. 

The Crown also says 
they can rely on legal 
precedents from provincial 
Supreme Court decisions 
that support its position. 

“The Nova Scotia Court 
of Appeal has taken a dif¬ 
ferent approach, focusing 
instead almost exclusively 
on the actions of the state 
in its efforts to bring about 
the return of the accused 
and characterizing the ac¬ 
cused’s decision to remain 
out of the country as pas¬ 
sive inaction.”

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Canadian trio 
rescued at sea 

O Family members’ sailboat left adrift in Pacifc Ocean 
O Stranded boat capsized by arriving rescue ship 


Three Canadians attempt¬ 
ing their first voyage across 
the Pacific in a sailboat 
were left adrift in rough 
seas hundreds of kilome¬ 
tres from land when their 
mast broke in high winds. 

Just when they thought 
they were being rescued 
seven hours later, the swell 
from the arriving cargo 
ship capsized the smaller 
vessel, tossing the trio into 
the cold water.

The U.S. military formal¬ 
ly opened thousands of 
jobs to women on Thurs¬ 
day in units that are clos¬ 
er to the front lines than 
ever before, reflecting 
what already has been 
occurring as female sol¬ 
diers fight and die next 
to their male comrades. 

The new rules, affect¬ 
ing thousands of jobs, 
will break down more of 
the official barriers that 
have restricted the mili¬ 
tary positions women 
can take. They are being 
sent to Congress, and if 
lawmakers take no ac¬ 
tion after 30 work days 
the policy will take ef¬ 
fect. 

The changes still are 
not coming fast enough 
for some in Congress or 
the military. They noted 
the rules still ban women 
from serving as infantry, 
armour and special-oper¬ 
ations forces, which are 
considered the most dan¬ 
gerous combat jobs. 

Instead, they reflect 


what has been happen¬ 
ing for the past 10 years 
of war in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. They will al¬ 
low women to perform 
many jobs they already 
are doing, but in smaller 
units, closer to the fight¬ 
ing and once considered 
too dangerous. 

“Unfortunately, the 
conclusions of this report 
do not go far enough,” 
said Rep. Loretta 
Sanchez, a member of 
the Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee in the House of 
Representatives, who 
started a caucus on 
women in the military. 
Sanchez said she was 
“veiy disappointed” that 
the Defence Department 
failed to lift the ban on 
combat jobs for women. 

Because service in 
combat gives troops an 
advantage for promo¬ 
tions and job opportuni¬ 
ties, it has been more 
difficult for women to 
move to the higher 
ranks, the associated press

crossed. The blue-eyed 
fashion model gazes out a 
window, unaware that al¬ 
most eveiy man sitting 
nearby is transfixed. 

A man walks up to the 
window, presses his face 
against the glass and kisses 
it. Pejic giggles and admits: 
“I find it flattering.” 

The admirers are likely 
unaware that the beautiful 
blond is actually a man. 

As Fashion Week gets 
under way in New York 
City, Pejic is one of the 
most recognizable — and 
controversial — faces in 
the industry. He’s the only 
top-tier fashion model who 
can walk down the runway 
as either a man or a 
woman. And his androgy¬ 
nous beauty has turned 
him into a trendsetter in 
an industry that’s always 
seeking to push the enve¬ 
lope. 

Although Pejic isn’t try¬ 
ing to be a woman, many 
in the transgender commu¬ 
nity have already claimed 
him as their own. He is 
seen as a bit of a maverick, 
someone who has em¬ 
braced his sexuality with¬ 
out any need for 
explanation or justifica¬ 
tion. 

Last year, the gay and 
lesbian magazine Out 
named him “stylemalcer of 
the year” and put him on

its cover wearing a bridal 
veil and flowers in his hair. 

French designer Jean 
Paul Gaultier was so enam¬ 
oured of Pejic that he used 
his gender-bending look as 
a source of inspiration for 
his 2011 men’s and 
women’s wear shows, both 


of which Pejic modelled in. 
In the Gaultier men’s 
show, a pistol-packing, 
bare-chested Pejic wore a 
sleek black suit as “James 
Blonde.” 

From an early age, Pejic 
exhibited qualities thought 
of as traditionally femi¬ 
nine, for instance, prefer¬ 
ring Barbies over toy cars. 
As a teenager, he often 
hung out with girls. He 
says acceptance from his 
friends and family made 
him comfortable in his 


own skin. 

“I’m lucky in that 
sense,” he says. “If I had big 
muscles and were hairy 
with a beard, I might not 
be comfortable with that.” 

While open to dis¬ 
cussing almost anything, 
Pejic remains secretive 
about his sexual orienta¬ 
tion. When asked whether 
he prefers men or women, 
he coyly smiles.

FBI background interviews 
of some people who knew 
Apple co-founder Steve Jobs 
reveal a man driven by 
power and alienating some 
of the people who worked 
with him. 

In the FBI documents re¬ 
leased Thursday, many of 
those who knew Jobs 
praised him, speaking high¬ 
ly of Jobs’ character and in¬ 
tegrity and asserting that 
he always conducted his 
business dealings in a rep¬ 
utable manner. They rec¬ 
ommended him for a post 
during the George H.W. 
Bush administration. 

The 1991 interviews 
were part of a background 
check for an appointment 
to the President’s Export 
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Council. 

The U.S. Commerce De¬ 
partment confirmed Thurs¬ 
day that Jobs did serve on 
the council during the first 
Bush administration. 

Export council members 
serve in an unpaid capacity 
and meet at least twice a 


year, advising the president 
on trade policy. 

One person told FBI 
agents the Apple co¬ 
founder’s enormous power 
caused him to lose sight of 
honesty and integrity, lead¬ 
ing him to distort the truth. 

Another interview sub¬ 
ject described Jobs to the 
FBI as a deceptive person - 
someone who was not total¬ 
ly forthright and honest, 
and as having a tendency to 
distort reality in order to 
achieve his goals. 

And an ex-business asso¬ 
ciate who had a falling out 
with Jobs said that, while 
honest and trustworthy, 
Jobs nonetheless had ques¬ 
tionable moral character.

Man pleads guilty to South Park threats 


A Muslim convert from 
Brooklyn pleaded guilty 
Thursday to using a web¬ 
site he founded to post on¬ 
line threats against the 
creators of the South Park 
television show and others 
he deemed enemies of Is¬ 
lam. 

In court papers filed 
Thursday with his guilty 
plea, Jesse Curtis Morton, 
33, admitted that his now- 
defunct Revolution Muslim 


website served as an outlet 
for al-Qaida propaganda, 
and that he used the site to 
post thinly veiled threats 
against South Park creators 
Matt Stone and Trey Parker 
and others Morton believed 
to be against Islam. 

Morton, who also uses 
the name Younus Abdullah 
Mohammad, worked close¬ 
ly with Zachaiy Adam 
Chesser, who was sen¬ 
tenced last year to 25 years 


in prison for the South 
Park threats and other 
crimes. 

Morton left the U.S. and 
took a teaching job in Mo¬ 
rocco days after Chesser’s 
July 2010 arrest, fearing he, 
too, would be charged. 

He was arrested in Mo¬ 
rocco in October and has 
been in custody since then, 
mostly in solitary confine¬ 
ment at the city jail.

Air Canada 
facing pilot 
strike 

Air Canada headed closer 
to another possible 
labour dismption Thurs¬ 
day after its pilots began a 
strike vote in response to 
what they said was a 
“rigid” company position 
that appeared aimed at es¬ 
calating their contract dis¬ 
pute. 

A strike mandate after 
the schedule five days of 
voting would put the air- 
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line’s 3,000 pilots in a le¬ 
gal strike position early on 
Feb. 17, or 72 hours after 
the end of a mandatory 
cooling-off period. 

The strike vote doesn’t 
mean the pilots will actu¬ 
ally initiate a labour stop¬ 
page, but it gives the 
union the ability to re¬ 


spond to any unilateral 
moves by the company. 

Captain Gaiy Tarves, 
chairman of the Air Cana¬ 
da Pilots Association, said 
the airline’s “rigid posi¬ 
tion” raises the possibility 
of an “escalation.” 

The pilots said the com¬ 
pany rejected its offer to 
delay any strike or lockout 
until April 2 and any strike 
vote to no earlier than 
March 22. 

Their proposal would 
have also prohibited the 
company from changing 
conditions of pilots’ em¬ 
ployment as is allowed 
when job action is permit¬ 
ted.

She squared off against for¬ 
mer Beatle Paul McCartney 
in divorce court; on Thurs¬ 
day, Heather Mills took on 
Piers Morgan at Britain’s 
media ethics inquiry. 

The ex-model trashed 
Morgan’s earlier testimony, 
saying that one of her pri¬ 
vate voicemails, which was 
played to the CNN inter¬ 
viewer and former tabloid 
editor, could have been ob¬ 
tained only through phone 
hacking. 

Mills spoke under oath at 
Lord Justice Brian Leveson's 
inquiry into the practices of 
Britain’s scandal-hit press, 
and said two dozen mes¬ 
sages left for her by the for¬ 
mer Beatle were 
intercepted by a journalist 
working for British newspa¬ 
per group Trinity Mirror. 

She said the incident 
happened after she and Mc¬ 
Cartney had a fight in Janu¬ 
ary 2001, when McCartney, 
then her boyfriend, bom¬ 
barded her with phone 
calls. 

She said she found it 
strange that the messages 
were listed as having been 
listened to even before she 
had accessed them, but said 
she didn’t realize what had 
happened until the Mirror 
journalist — unnamed for 
legal reasons — called her 
up and confronted her with 
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details of the battle. 

“I said: 'There’s no way 
that you could know that 
unless you have been listen¬ 
ing to my messages,”’ she 
told the inquiry. “And he 
laughed.”

‘Safe’ bet for action 


O Richard Crouse and Steve Gow agree Safe House is pure visceral fun 
O Poor Ryan Reynolds is chewed up by the acting chops of Denzel Washington 


Richard: Steve, for most of 
the running time, Safe 
House is a pretty exciting 
action movie. Things blow 
up, Denzel is a cool bad 
guy, but when the movie 
slows down to try and pro¬ 
vide some back story it 
kind of lost me. What did 
you think? 

Steve: Richard, I agree. Al¬ 
though the film begins 
with some fairly intense 
action, for the most part 
newcomer director Daniel 
Espinosa has crafted a pret¬ 
ty ordinary thriller. It’s got 
an overabundance of car 
chases, foot chases and fre¬ 
netic over-the-top fight 
scenes that, inasmuch as 


they seem stolen out of the 
Bourne series, wears thin 
pretty quick. Still, that 
Denzel can steal a scene, 
can’t he? 

RC: He sure can, much to 
the detriment of his costar 
Ryan Reynolds. Denzel 
wipes the floor with 
Reynolds. The tension of 
the movie comes from 
Washington. He’s a lead¬ 
ing man who isn’t afraid to 
explore the evil nature of 
his characters, and unlike 
other A-listers like Tom 
Cruise or Will Smith, who 
have it written in their 
contracts that they must 
be the hero, Washington 
adds in a heap of moral 


ambiguity, which keeps 
things interesting. 

SG: Absolutely. Unlike the 
doomed romantic sub-plot 
between Ryan Reynolds 
and a Parisian blondie. I 
get that Espinosa is trying 
to add character dimen¬ 
sion but it just ends up un¬ 
necessary and slows the 
rest of the film. Besides, 
Safe House is about viscer¬ 
al action first and foremost 
and it does deliver there. 
Almost unrelentingly. 

RC: Too bad Green Lantern 
didn’t have action half as 
good as Safe House. Then 
there might have been a se¬ 
quel and we’d all be talking 


about Reynolds in his 
green tights instead of how 
here he is mainly a pile of 
cliches who barely regis¬ 
ters when placed next to 
the more complex Wash¬ 
ington character. 

SG: Well, don’t expect any 
sequels here either. In fact, 
for a story that was touted 
as one of the best unpro¬ 
duced scripts in Hollywood 
before it was snapped up, 
it doesn’t push the 
crooked CIA story any fur¬ 
ther than we’ve seen be¬ 
fore. Still, Denzel is clearly 
enjoying himself and I ex¬ 
pect most audiences will 
vicariously join him for 
the ride.

Director McG — previous¬ 
ly of the Charlie’s Angels 
movies and Terminator: 
Salvation — has never 
shied away from big talk. 
And it’s a quality he 
brought with him while 
promoting his latest, This 
Means War, an action 
movie/romantic-comedy 
hybrid about two CIA 
agents (Tom Hardy and 
Chris Pine) battling it out 
over the same girl (Reese 
Witherspoon). Here’s a 
look at some of his more 
eyebrow-raising state¬ 
ments about his film. 

On toning down the film for 
a PG-13 rating: 

“It’s funny because it’s the 
prudish, uptight MPAA 
that’s fine with the vio¬ 
lent components, but any¬ 
thing that has to do with 
sexuality — like I had to 
open up my vein and 
bleed. But ‘You need to be 
a bigger liar because your 
boyfriend’s penis is so big 
that he’s getting a penile 
reduction and every time 
it lands in my urethra it’s 
like a poltergeist’ — who 
thinks that way? [Cast 
member] Chelsea [Han¬ 
dler] is out of her f—ing 
mind and that’s why we 
love her. The MPAA was 
trying to take out all that 
stuff. We got it back in, 
but we got to take out a

few things. But we re¬ 
tained the authentic 
comedic stylings of 
Chelsea Handler.” 


On a lack of diversity in This 
Means War: 

“Listen, that’s a huge con¬ 
cern for me, you know? 
And I can answer that in 
good faith because I put 
Lucy Liu in Charlie’s An¬ 
gels. I don’t like lily-white 
movies with lily-white 
people bouncing around, 
but you also just got to do 
what you got to do. In the 
spirit of the Benetton ad 
rainbow coalition, you 
know, the most empow¬ 
ered character in the film 
is indeed a black woman 
[referring to Angela Bas¬ 
sett’s CIA boss]. I enjoy 
that the most powerful 
person in Hollywood is in¬ 
deed a black woman — 


Oprah Winfrey. I love eth¬ 
nic diversity all over the 
place, but I’m hoping to 
just transcend beyond 
that.” 

On online dating: 

“The least you can say is, 
‘Hey, I’m really into going 
to bed at 9 o’clock and I 
like zebras and, you know, 
role playing.’ And then 
you can get after it in that 
regard and you can nar¬ 
row it down to some de¬ 
gree.” 

On leading lady Reese 
Witherspoon: 

“She’s fearless. She’s giv¬ 
en birth twice, she can do 
anything.” 


On finding the right ending 
for the movie: 

“We wanted to have flexi¬ 
bility. We even talked 
about having two endings 
and releasing it — if it 
were on 3,000 screens, 
1,500 would have this 
one, and 1,500 would 
have that one — and just 
not say anything. 

“There’s even an end¬ 
ing where the two boys 
end up in each other’s 
arms. A homoerotic fin¬ 
ish. I pussed out on the 
ending of Terminator 4. I 
should have gone with 
the dark ending for that 
one, so maybe I’ll do the 
dark ending with this 
one.” 


Tom Hardy 
messes with us 


! While he’s made a name for 
himself with more serious 
performances in the likes of 
Bronson, Warrior and Tin¬ 
ker Tailor Soldier Spy, let it 
be known that Tom Hardy 
has a wicked sense of 
humour. In fact, he 
sometimes has trouble an¬ 
swering questions serious¬ 
ly. When asked about the 
advent of online dating — a 
key plot point in This 
Means War, Hardy veers off 
into an anti-Internet 
polemic, keeping a straight 
face the whole time. “I 
think it's abhorrent, I think 
| the whole thing is 

abhorrent,” he says. “I think 
online dating is a way of 
procuring people, you 
know what I mean? Like 
Facebook, Myspace. It’s a

Karl Lagerfeld thinks 
Edgar Ramirez sits on the 
cusp of major stardom, 
and with a high-profile 
role in March’s Wrath of 
the Titans, it’s easy to see 
why. 

The two bonded after 
Lagerfeld photographed 
the Venezuelan actor in a 
series of sessions. Lager¬ 
feld later discovered and 
enjoyed his films. But 
Ramirez admits he never 
even intended to act. 

In fact, it took the suc¬ 
cess of Amores Perros, a 
film written by his friend 
Guillermo Arriaga, to 
nudge him into movies — 
Ramirez had passed up an 
opportunity to star in the 
film in order to focus on 
his studies. 

After holding his own 
alongside Matt Damon in 
The Bourne Ultimatum, 
generating online buzz 
over a rumored Star Trek 
2 role, and nabbing a 
Most Promising Actor 
Cesar Award in France for 
Carlos, Ramirez has 
earned more than enough 
one-to-watch points to 
push him into leading 
man territory. He talks 
about them all. 

On not doing Amores 
Perros 10 years ago 

“Once I realized that this 
was the movie my friend 
had offered me the possi¬ 
bility to be in, I realized 


that it was worth it to 
give acting a shot. It just 
wasn’t a priority at the 
time. 

“I didn’t foresee it. My 
life was supposed to go 
somewhere else. I was 
preparing to be a political

O Grammy Awards set to feature first dance music segment

Grammy show producer 
Ken Ehrlich had considered 
putting dancing/electronica 
music into the ceremony in 
the past, but could never 
quite figure out how to in¬ 
corporate the high-energy 
club feel in front of a some¬ 
times staid audience. 

He thinks he’s figured it 
out this year. For the first 
time, the Grammy show 
will put the spotlight on the 
genre with a segment fea¬ 
turing Grammy nominees 
Deadmau5, the Foo Fight¬ 
ers, Chris Brown, David 
Guetta and Lil Wayne, all 
performing in a tent space 
amid 1,000 fans. 

“We decided to go all out 
this year,” Ehrlich said of 
the performance taking 
place outside the Staples 
Center in Los Angeles, 
where Sunday’s ceremony 
will be held. “All we’re go¬ 
ing to try and do next week 
is to try and put the home 
audience in the middle of it. 
... It is more than just sitting 
there and watching it.” 

Dance music did not re¬ 
ceive its own category until 
2003 with the best dance 
recording/dance field, and 
the music had not been fea¬ 
tured with its own segment 
in the show. 

“I don’t know that I fig¬ 
ured out a way to do it that 
felt right until now,” Ehrlich 
said in an interview Mon¬ 
day. “My feeling about 


dance is it’s such an immer¬ 
sive experience for the par¬ 
ticipant, that to put it on 
stage ... where the audience 
is not a part of it ... I don’t 
know, honestly, until we 
came up with the idea of do¬ 
ing it this way, I don’t know 
if it ever would have 
worked.” 

Ehrlich calls the perform¬ 
ance the “most ambitious 
number that we’ve ever 
done outside the Staples 
Center.” 

It will feature at least 
four cameras from audience 
level as Deadmau5 (pro¬ 
nounced dead mouse) and 
the Foo Fighters perform 
his remixed version of the 
band’s song Rope, which 
netted him one of his Gram¬ 
my nominations, and as 
Brown and Lil Wayne per¬ 
form with Guetta. 

Other performers on the 
show include Adele, Bruce 
Springsteen, Paul McCart¬ 
ney and Taylor Swift for 
what Ehrlich boasted would 
be a “pretty amazing show.” 

“What I try and do when 
we’re building this show is 
to think about the audience 
first.... What can I do that’s 
going to keep an audience 
for 3 A hours watching the 
Grammy Awards?” he said. 

“I do try and look for 
how broad I can make it 
and still assume that people 
are going to tune in and stay

A good scare is a hard thing 
to come by on a primetime 
television series, which 
tend to steer clear of horror 
outside of dead bodies on a 
cop show. But when Para¬ 
normal Activity master¬ 
mind Oren Peli is at the 
helm, fear becomes the 
central plot. 

The terror auteur makes 
his television debut with 
The River, a paranormal 
thriller that chronicles the 
search for nature show host 
Dr. Emmet Cole (Bruce 
Greenwood), who has dis¬ 
appeared in the Amazon. 

The rescue operation is 
spearheaded by Cole’s for¬ 
mer co-stars — his wife 
(Leslie Hope) and son (Joe 
Anderson), who assemble a 
team that includes a film 
crew documenting the ex¬ 


pedition. But the hunt for 
clues quickly leads to unex¬ 
pected, unearthly finds — 
like angry spirits and terri¬ 
fyingly evil baby dolls. 

“We were all on the 
same page that the way we 
want to create the scares is 
not with goiy images or 
anything that’s overly visu¬ 
al,” says Peli. The “we” he 
refers to includes produc¬ 
ing partner Steven Spiel¬ 
berg, who convinced him 
to turn The River into a TV 
series rather than a film. 

“We want to create the 
kind of anxiety and tension 
that allows the audience to 
use their own imagination 
to fill in the blanks and 
kind of create their own 
worst-case nightmare sce¬ 
nario.” 

The effect is artfully 
achieved by using “found” 
footage from the search 
party’s documentary crew 
as part of the series’ cine¬ 


matography. Showrunner 
Zaclc Estrin finds the tactic 
so crucial to the heart of 
the show that he refers to it 
as “the use of the camera as 
a character.” 

“When you’re watching 
the show, you aren’t just, 
you know, seeing people re¬ 


act,” Estrin says. 

“You’re actually having 
the filmmakers themselves 
react because those camera 
guys are getting scared just 
the same as everybody else, 
and I think it has a much 
bigger impression on the 
audience.”

L ast weekend, I 
was asked to be a 
guest on CKUW, 
the campus sta¬ 
tion at the Uni¬ 
versity of 

Winnipeg, the place I got 
my start in radio back in 
1980. It was chaotic place 
with barely serviceable 
equipment and a closed- 
circuit broadcast radius 
that encompassed one 
hallway and one cafeteria. 

The potential audience 
ranged from several hun¬ 
dred to zero, not counting 
the times when the speak¬ 
ers in the cafeteria were 
vandalized because some¬ 
one didn’t like the music 
that was being played. 

My shift was from 8:30- 
9:30 Friday mornings, as¬ 
suring me of a maximum 
audience of about twelve. 
But despite the station’s 
shortcomings and inade¬ 
quacies, CKUW is where I 


first got to speak into a 
mic, cued up a record and 
got to mix music. It pro¬ 
vided just enough experi¬ 
ence for me to land my 
first-ever job at a real com¬ 
mercial radio station. 

While in Winnipeg last 
week, I was asked to par¬ 
ticipate in CKUW’s annual 
fundraising drive. I 
hadn’t been back since 
1983, so I was curious to 
see how things had 
changed. 

The station now has an 
over-the-air license, broad¬ 
casting at 95.9 FM and 
runs 24/7. The studios are 
out of the basement and 
have a on-air studio, a pro¬ 
duction studio and a room 
where bands can set up 
and perform. 

Sheldon, the interview¬ 
er, asked, “Can you talk 
about the importance of 
campus and community 
radio today?” Here’s what 
I told him. 

At a time when com¬ 
mercial radio stations are 
tightening their playlist 
and sticking with familiar 
big hits to preserve pre-

cious ratings, campus sta¬ 
tions have become even 
more important to the cul¬ 
tural ecosystem. Without 
having to rely on ratings 
for revenue, these stations 
are free to explore the 
fringes of music, culture 
and opinion. 


While the presentation 
may sometimes be ama¬ 
teurish, the content and 
intent is terribly impor¬ 
tant.

Unionized water and sewer employees with the Halifax Regional 
Water Commission (HRWC) - the folks who keep municipal water 
safe and clean and our sewage system working - are facing possible 
strike action. 

There are three main issues that are outstanding in this dispute: 

• HRWC wants the right to assign shift work with a minimum notice 
of seven days, creating further disruption of family and personal 
life. We have had set schedules that worked just fine in the past - 
why the need to change this? 

• HRWC wants to take away permanent work locations so they can 
move us anywhere in HRM - all 5,850 square km of it. 

• HRWC has tabled a wage offer that is far below what has been 
achieved in the municipal sector in other parts of the province. 

The members of CUPE Local 227 have sent a clear message to HRWC: 
we deserve a new contract that is fair and reasonable and enables us 
to keep up with the ever-increasing cost of living in this city. 



Meanwhile, the Nova Scotia Utilities and Review Board noted in 
December, 2010 that managerial salaries at the water commission 
increased between 20 and 40 per cent over a two-year period. 
The board found that alarming and said it would be watching for 
any future salary hikes. 

While we view a strike as a last resort - nobody wants to see a 
disruption in service to HRM residents - we believe we deserve 
fairness and respect, something we have not received in this round 
of bargaining.

2 In a cocktail shaker, pour 
70 ml of chocolate vod¬ 
ka. Add the sugar syrup and 
vanilla extract and a handful 
of ice. Shake vigorously. 

3 Discard the ice from the 
glass. Dip the rim of the 
glass into the grated choco¬ 
late and double sieve the 
martini into the glass and 
serve. Makes 10 servings.

Preparation: 

1 Place all the spices and 
seasonings for the crou¬ 
tons in a heavy based frying 
pan. Gently toast over a very 
low heat for approximately 
10-15 minutes, removing 
from over before they burn.

5 To the same frying pan, 
add the Kahlua and the 
coffee to the sticky brown 
residue in the pan and, over 
medium heat. Use a whisk to 
scrape up all the bits from the 
base of the pan for about 4 
minutes. The sauce should be 
reduced by half and form a 
glossy smooth sauce. 

6 Add the lamb stock and 
the flour and butter mix¬ 
ture, continuing to stir. Bring 
to a boil and pour over the 
meat and onion mixture. 

7 Place the casserole dish 
in the middle of the oven 
for and cook for 15 minutes. 


Then reduce the temperature 
to 160 C (325 F) gas mark 3 
and cook for another 45 min¬ 
utes or until the lamb is ten¬ 
der.

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NHL heading to the Big House 


O League makes Michigan Winter Classic official O Leafs say there’s already ‘overwhelming demand’ for tickets 


Two iconic franchises, two 
passionate fanbases and the 
largest stadium in North 
America. The Toronto 
Maple Leafs and Detroit 
Red Wings are set to take 
the Winter Classic to a 
whole new level in 2013. 

“It’s Hoclceytown versus 
the centre of the hockey 
universe,” Maple Leafs gen¬ 
eral manager Brian Burke 
said Thursday. 

The Original Six foes will 
play outdoors at Michigan 
Stadium — known as the 
Big House — on Jan. 1, part 
of a showcase that includes 
minor league and junior 
hockey games at Detroit’s 
Comerica Park. 

Toronto will be the first 
Canadian team to play in 
the Winter Classic when 
the Leafs and Wings face off 
about 75 kilometres west of 
Detroit in Ann Arbor. 

They’ll arrive with a fan- 
base that needed about an

hour to crash the ticket pre¬ 
sale website after Thurs¬ 
day’s announcement.

The NHL is expecting to 
eclipse Michigan Stadium’s 
Guinness World Record 
hockey crowd of 104,173 
from a 2010 NCAA game. 

“Even with 115,000 or 
more tickets available, we 
still won’t have enough to 
satisfy the demand,” said

Buffalo, Chicago, Boston, 
Pittsburgh and Philadelphia 
have all hosted the event. 


With the Detroit area host¬ 
ing next year, Bettman felt 
the time was right to in¬ 
clude a Canadian club. 

“We thought that we 


had built this event to a lev¬ 
el where it made sense to 
do it, and that even from a 
U.S. network television 
standpoint, we were com¬ 


fortable that it would work 
well,” Bettman said. 

There have been two 
outdoor Heritage Classics 
on Canadian soil: Montreal 
vs. Edmonton at Common¬ 
wealth Stadium in 2003, 
and Montreal vs. Calgaiy at 
McMahon Stadium last 
year. The game in Edmon¬ 
ton was the NHL’s first out¬ 
door regular season game. 

Detroit hasn’t hosted the 
Winter Classic, but the Red 
Wings played in it in 2009, 
beating the Blackhawlcs 6-4 
at Chicago’s Wrigley Field. 

Detroit veteran Nicklas 
Lidstrom was in Ann Arbor 
to promote the Winter 
Classic, raising an obvious 
question: Does it mean he’ll 
be back for a 21st season? 

“We’ll have to wait and 
see,” said Lidstrom, who 
turns 42 in April. “It’s only 
one game, but it’s an in¬ 
triguing one.”
